Tne passes or telivery orders issued by the Board for opium sold at the 
Government monthly sales are, prior to the delivery of the opium specified 
therein from the Government presidency godowns, held nexotiable; and, as 
a matter of fact, like all negotiable documents, change hands in the market 
‘by endorsements. When the opium specified in a pass is intended to be taken 
out from the Government godowns for immediate shipment, the pass is can. 
celled at the Board’s office, and a subsidiary document called ‘‘certificate” is 
issued along with it, intimating that the opium covered by it is to be shipped 
immediately ,or rather within the four days for which it is current) by the 
individual or the firm mentioned in the certificate as the “ present owner.” 

2. According to the usage generally observed by the trade, the certi- 
ficate so issued for shipment does not appear to be used as a negotiable instru- 
ment, It follows that the delivery order or pass also is not negotiable after 
it has been stamped “cancelled,” but that the opium must be delivered to the 
individual or the firm whose name appears in the immediate shipment certi- 
ficate. This is what is usually done, as explained above, but it appears that, 

** in a few instances, the certificate for immediate shipment has been transferred, 
by endorsement, by the firm mentioned therein as “the present owner,” and 
that the kindred pass or delivery order has also been similarly transferred 
subsequent to its cancellation by the Board. The Board therefore, after con- 
sulting the principal firms concerned in the opium trade and ascertaining that 
there is no necessity, so far as the exigencies of the trade are concerned, to treat 
the shipmentpass as transferable, have decided absolutely to prohibit such 
transfers in future. At the time of cancelling a pass or delivery order, the 
—_ endorsement on it will henceforth be stamped “final.”

Iy exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884, the 
Governor-General in Council is pleased to direct the substitution of the following rule for 
Rule 6 (vi) of the rules to regulate the transport and importation of explosives, published in 
Home Department Notification No, 1417, dated the 24th June 1887 :— 

Subject to the exception provided for in clause (e), no explosives shall be conveyed by 
passenger train except of the kinds and in the manner hereinafter specified in this rule ; 

(2) Safety cartridges and percussion-caps and safety-fuze (for blasting), also fog- 
signals for railway use, which may be conveyed in ordinary wagons or carriages. 

(6) Dynamite, which may be carried in the form of cartridges up to the limit of Sibs. 
provided that uo detonators are carried in the same compartment, 

(c) Detonators, which may be carried to the number of 200, provided that in no case

They have embodied in these Regulations the suggestions made in the Despatch from 
the Government of India transmitted to them from the India Office on December 2)st, 
1889 (J. & P.-2208). 

The draft Regulations, of which these are the final form, were submitted to the various 
Indian Upiversities, as well as the Government of India, and have met with their approval. 

The ‘Trustees venture to hope that the new Scholarships thus established will prove still 
more useful to Natives of India than the old Scholarships. 

As in former cases, the Trustees hope that you will be so good as to cause these new 
Regulations to be distributed to the several Indian Universities concerned.

After Rule 5, Clause (d), Chapter I, at page 7 of the General Rules and Circular Orders 
(Civil) insert the following :— 2 

5A. [Chapter X1X, Civil Procedure Code, execution of decrees.—-C. O. No. of 
August 1890).—The High Court has much reason to believe that tke Civil Courts not in. 
frequently “strike off ” cases relating to the execution of decrees more.for the sake of 
causing the disappearance of a particular case from periodical returns of pending cases than — 
‘as a proper order putting an end to an application for execution. It has also been found 
that such cases are not infrequently restored to the files without any special reason, except as 
av ackuowledgment that the tormer order was merely formal, Such a practice cannot but 
be regarded as ao attempt to misrepresent the state of business before a Court, and will 
subject any officer to punishment. The Judges are aware that, from pressure of businessin 
the trial of original suits, Subordinate Judicial officers are in great difficulty imkeeping their 
execution files under proper control, but the High Court must insist upon greater regularity 
in dealing witi cases of execution, for which one day iu every week should be specially - 
reserved. 

Proceedings connected with the execution of a decree should be dealt with under the 
same procedure as original suits, and cannot be put an end to or revived save under the 
procedure expressly laid down by law.
